cite another case: recent years there has been 
turnover the personnel working large east- 
large number Puerto Ricans and Negroes 
now employed trade, edition, loose leaf, and other 
most plants the physical output mechani- 
performance, and the general overhead expense, has re- 
substantially the same. others production has 
and maintenance, repair, and other overhead ex- 
have risen—all them blamed the new personnel, 
this mean that Puerto Ricans and Negroes cannot be- 
ome efficient bindery employees? No! means that 
between the people work, and between the 
mployees and the employers, can exert 

cel that these turbulent days more emphasis will have 
laid human relationships within the plant. Manage- 
emphasis too often concentrated upon machinery 
ind accounting, valuable and necessary fields themselves, 
but not enough, the foremen and plant supervisors who 
ome grips each day with the problem human relation- 
ships within the bindery, They are the experts the field, 
and they need discuss their common problems, their 
discussions may find clue the mystery the human 
heart beats rhythm with clanging machine. 
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our hope that its forthcoming convention the Book 
Manufacturers Institute, well the other trade associa- 
tions, will provide ample opportunity and occasion for plant 
foremen and supervisors meet and exchange experience 
this and other vital fields. 


LET’S HAVE BETTER POSTAL SERVICE— 
NOT MORE INCREASES 


THERE ROOM for considerable doubt whether the Postal 
rate increase bill will reach full approval this year. But 
must not let this temporary respite lull the industry into be- 
lieving that the threat 70% increase staved off for- 
ever. Write your congressmen now oppose the present bill 
and insist reorganization the post office department, 
that may operate effective service the govern- 

Some progress has been made this direction, which 
might indeed, almost worthy ovation. Free, franked 
mail, will longer honored quite freely once 
was. While Congressmen and other government departments 
will still use the franking privilege, the post office will keep 
track the amount such free postage, and bill the re- 
spective While this will not likely save any money, 
least will take this item out the red column the 
post office, and further likely that once these agencies 
have pay for their own mail, even does come out 
appropriations some the volume will subside. present 
estimated that saving some $36,000,000 year will 
result from this measure. 

There little likelihood that all second-class and other 
postal increases can defeated entirely. Industry has rec- 
ognized that there need for increase but strong 
oposition the increase coming all one swallow, which 
would wreck many small publications the rocks 42% 
increase coming top what has already been issued. 

The re-introduction the bill scheduled for the first 
order business the next session, which affords some 
valuable time marshal the evidence for orderly study 
the proposed Spend talking your cus- 
tomers and assembling data what would cost them 
the increases through—remember, not only second class, 
but first class and air mail, third class, and book rates are 
involved. Register your protest and your information with 
your trade association and with your Congressmen. Above 
all, let’s not sleep the switch!

B&BP Forum 


BLANK STOCK costing what does, spoilage allow- 
ance excesses have come for increasing share ex- 
amination the part purchaser and alike. 
Twenty years ago, the tossing into the waste pile few 
dozen sheets paper wasn’t given even first thought, but 
today when every sheet means investment upwards 
cent, especially book work where may mean almost 
one-third entire book, spoilage gets more than the 
proverbial second thought. 

order bring out some the industry’s practices 
this score, B&BP polled some two score leading publishers, 
both those with manufacturing facilities and those without, 
with set questions spoilage procedures, ascer- 
tain what (a) the course current practice (b) what 
intended the future, and (c) what might done im- 
prove relations over this ticklish issue. 

More than fifty percent those polled responded with 
detailed comment which indicated that while most firms had 
some sort general allowance for spoilage press and 
bindery, many would like improved system, Nevertheless 
most were interested seeing cooperative industry-wide 
chart, which would fair both sides, drawn and prom- 
ulgated industry groups. Many would welcome, though 
currently they have had immediate need for it, media- 
tion service afforded industry groups. 

general, the industry practice best summed as: 


This first series articles spoilage practices 
purposely gives only one side the story, that each 
those concerned with the question spoilage may 
have full opportunity reveal the facts their posses- 
sion subsequent forums. 

The Book Manufacturers Institute Trade Customs Com- 
mittee with Ammon supervising its exhaustive 
age investigation, has much report concerning de- 
terioration paper quality, the effect higher speed 
equipment such paper, and demands for extra rush 
service, with their cumulative effect the amount 
paper required.

Before going into the questions and the summary re- 
plies each, expanded pertinent comment from several 
individuals, should pointed out that with increasing 
emphasis quality control, and re-examination all pro- 
duction costs, order control leaks which might easily 
mean the difference between profit and loss, rules thumb, 
guesswork, and magic are not suitable formulae for cost 
control. 

This fact has already been discovered both commercial 
printers, trade associations, and book manufacturers, and 
studies have been launched assay existing spoilage allow- 
ances light present day conditions, and realign them 
accordingly. 

general, these were the conclusions reached 
spoilage practices: most firms followed rules thumb laid 
down some time ago, whose origin sometimes obscure— 
tables set production manager some years ago, 
press room superintendent, supplier, some cases. 
persons unknown. 

But the picture methods materials, machines, and 
manpower has changed and the rule thumb will have 
shift with them, more accurate methods determining 
spoilage allowances. 

Following are the queries and the summation the re- 
plies thereto: 

What your current method computing spoilage 


allowances? you have method your own, you 


one furnished your manufacturing source, 
supplier? 


About two-to-one reported method built out their 
own experience, Several quoted allowances high 10%, 
others low 2%. some instances, the 10% was al- 
lowed runs 25,000 less, above 25M. Several 
indicated overall spoilage press and bindery 5%. 

Most firms that answered noted that the allowances varied 
between suppliers, that some firms spoiled more sheets 
than others, One firm noted that they allowed 
printed editions 1-10,000 from either letterpress plates 
offset, 10% for letterpress type jobs. 

your figure based overall percentage for the 


entire operation, broken down individual 
cations? you have flat percentage each for printing 


and binding, you apply different percentage 
each stage the individual operation? 


The number firms which applied flat overall per- 
centage the entire production cycle was overwhelming. 
very few applied individual percentages for each major unit 
and even less applied flat percentages for each unit, 
each pressrun each color, each gathering, etc. 

reprint work, most figured their allowance the 
same that experienced the previous run. Those that 
went further into individual allowances were for the most 
part content with one flat allowance for printing, and an- 
other with the edge those granting greater 
allowance for the bindery. 

One Western firm broke down initial press run, with 
varying allowances for number halftones, additional color, 
loose tight register, and type binding, case, side, 
perfect binding. 

you endeavor secure new estimates spoilage 
possibilities when new and unfamiliar stock used? 

Fortunately, the majority indicated that they so, 
with some doubt because they seldom used new stock. 
Others were particularly emphatic getting new allow- 
ances when using untried offset coated. Others com- 
mented that other special circumstances, such 
hitherto-tried form printing binding, such multicolor 
presswork, would lead them discuss the question with 
their suppliers.
